WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


White House said today that 
President Johnson's name will 
not be entered in the Massachu- 
setts presidential primary. 


Press secretary George Chris- 


tian said he understood that a 
statement to that effect had 
been made by Lester Hyman, 
the state's Democratic chair- 
-man, and it "certainly reflected 


the President's wishes on the 
situation." 


Christian said, too, that the 


President has made no decision 
on primaries or anything else. 
And he declined to get into the 
question of whether the Presi- 
dent would let the Massachu- 
setts Democratic primary go by 
default to Sen. Eugene J. Mc- 
Carthy of Minnesota or whether 
a stand-in for Johnson would get 
any White House sanction. 


No Decision to Ron 


Christian told' reporters, un- 


der a bombardment of ques- 
tions, that Johnson told him this 
morning he had made no deci- 
sion to run anywhere as yet, a 
position covering both the pri- 
maries and the general election 
in November. 


To a question whpther he has 


any real doubt that Johnson will 
be running for another term, 
Christian said he wasn't going 
to give his own views and that 
Johnson makes his own deci- 
sions. 


He dismissed an inquiry as to 


what would be his comment on 
speculation that the Massachu- 
setts situation would raise spec- 
ulation that the President had 
decided not to run again. The 
press secretary came back with 
a sort of incredulous sounding: 
"What's that?", then repeated 
that Johnson had made no deci- 
sions on primaries or anything 
else.

today and told how Viet Cong 
guerrillas had invaded the 
hospital in a 15-minute burst 
of terror Monday. 


They shot three Montagnard 


patients — a young girl, a 
boy, 
and a woman — kid- 


naped a German nurse and 
tossed grenades into the hos- 
pital laboratory 
and x-ray 


rooms. 


"It still seems incredible," 


Dr, Smith said. "We were 
surrounded by Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese during the 
battle for Kontum, a month 
ago." 


"They never once came hi. 


We had bullets flying through 
the compound. But they never 
came in. Foolishly, we had 
begun to feel secure." 


Dr. Smith has been caring 


for the Montagnard for more 
than eight years. Until now 
the Communists have not 
tried to stop her work, appar- 
ently feeling it would hurt 
their attempts to win over the 
tribesmen.

nurse, Renate Kuhen, appar- 
ently heard the screams of 
the patients and -went to help. 
"They grabbed her immedi- 
ately and left immediately," 
she said. 


The Montagnards told Dr. 


Smith later that Miss Kuhen 
had resisted the Viet Cong. 
"They gave her some propa- 
ganda leaflets written in En- 
glish and she threw them on 
the floor. They literally drag- 
ged her out." 


'She's Spunky' 


"I'm sure by now they must 


know she's a German citizen. 
"She's a spunky little girl," 
Dr. Smith said. 


"I've never seen Montag- 


nards so completely petri- 
fied,." 4-Sfc^mith- -went- on,. 
"For hours after not even a 
baby cried. Even the babies 
were petrified." 


"Their first concern was to 


protect me," she said of the 
tribesmen. 


Aside from the laboratory 


and x-ray rooms, the hospital 
suffered little damage. But 
because of the security situ- 
ation, the patients have been 
moved to a Roman Catholic 
school in Kontum City and the 
hospital closed. It is run by 
the Kontum Roman Catholic 
diocese. 


The other nurses, who were 


not in the hospital at the time 
of 
the attack, were Jean 


Platz, 37, of Milwaukee, Joan 
Bonien of Milwaukee, Milicent 
Rice, 37, of Seattle, and the 
two Danish nurses, Anna Ma- 
rie Wollesen, 30, and Vinnie 
Paaschel, 27. Dr. Smith and 
the nurses are now quartered 
at the U.S. military compound 
in Kontum.

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The Fair Ballot 


One of the facts about their state in 


which the people of Wisconsin have long 
felt a justifiable pride is the cleanliness and 
fairness of its election laws over many 
generations. In this election year, there- 
fore, we noted with mild astonishment that 
our sister state of Michigan, which usually 
also ranks well among its sister states in 
that regard, has recently adopted an 
election statute that most of the under- 
standing voters and politicians of Wiscon- 
sin would regard as reprehensible. 


To the credit of Gov. George Romney, 


he refused to approve it with his signature. 
To the shame of the legislators there. the\ 
enacted it in defiance of his objections. 


The new law provides that the primary 


election ballot shall be so composed as to 
put the incumbent officer's name at the top 
of the ballot list, followed by an alphabeti- 
cal listing of the rest of the candidates. 


Anybody with the slightest appreciation 


of election mechanics" knows that ballot 
position is an important and measurable 
factor in attracting votes. Study after study 
has proved the case. To say this is not to 
compliment some voters, for it suggests 
that they often vote carelessly and thought- 
lessly. But it is a fact, nevertheless, and the 
Wisconsin 
legislature generations ago 


wrote a law that has never been seriously 
challenged that is intended to equalize the 
ballot position factor. 


Some voters may not know the proce- 


dure, because it has so long been accepted 


that it is rarely mentioned in print or 
elsewhere. 


The election 
officers 
instruct 
the 


printers of the ballots, in the case of 
electing statewide officers, or set the 
voting machines, to rotate the names of the 
candidates with each of the state assembly 
districts. Thus any candidate, whatever his 
merits otherwise, who has legally qualified 
himself as a candidate, is assured by law 
that his name will be at the head of the list 
as frequently as those of his rivals. If the 
incumbent official has an advantage be- 
cause his name is more familiar to the 
voters, that cannot be helped. But we have 
arranged the machinery in such a way that 
the casual voting will be spread evenly 
among the contestants. 


The county ballot similarly is rotated, 


with respect to the names of the candi- 
dates, according to towns, and in the cities, 
the arrangement follows wards and pre- 
cincts. 


^As a footnote, it is interesting to 


observe that the principle of equality of 
position has been carried out in the new 
Wisconsin presidential primary law, al- 
though with a somewhat different method. 
The spring ballots containing the names of 
presidential candidates seeking Wisconsin 
nominating convention delegates will be 
drawn up by the state board of canvassers, 
the members of which will choose names 
for first, second, third, etc. places by lot. 
Thus, again, each candidate has a fair 
chance for position advantage, whatever his 
attainments or chances otherwise. 


No More Casualty Figures 


There may be sound reasons for the 


United States military decision that from 
now on American casualties and 
the 


number of sorties or other statistical detail 
about battles will not be made public. 


Certainly, when the enemy is told that 


5.000 Marines are holding down the base at 
Khe Sanh and then he is informed that a 
certain number have been Mlled and 
wounded, he is not only able to evaluate his 
potential but to make better plans for 
future attack. Similarly knowing how 
many mortar rounds American forces have 
used in an attack will help the enemy 
determine exactly how much he can 
withstand. 


But the withholding of the information 


also comes, we suspect, from the growing 
antagonism of the United States govern- 
ment toward the civilian newsmen who 
have been so much more accurate in their 
reports from the battle areas than the 
always optimistic, official statements. And 
there is a natural enough desire to keep all 
the bad news from the American public, 
already alarmed about the extent of the 
war. American casualty figures in particu- 
lar are depressing. 


The war in Vietnam has probably been 


the most, if not the best covered war in 
American history. But from now on, there 
will only be hints of the extent of the war. 


The War as a Tourist Attraction 


One of these days, no doubt, weTl read a 


Hollywood style blurb advertising new 
tourist attractions for Americans, whatever 
sort of travel restrictions are enacted to 
slow down the dollar drain- 


"Come to Khe Sanh and watch a real 


war — see refugees fleeing and temples 
demolished, hear the Viet Cong plotting 
and the mortar shells -coming in. watch in- 
filtrating enemy troops and even dig your 
own foxehole — no tapes or previously 
recorded film — be one of the first to see 
and feel a war live!" 


This won't be a come-on for military 


volunteers either. For already there are 
tourist attractions so close to the shooting 
war in Vietnam that it staggers the 
imagination. 


Cambodia is supposed to be a refuge for 


Viet Cong guerrillas. Since the latest Com- 
munist offensive. American officials have 
charged that the North Vietnamese are 
infiltrating troops and supplies through 
Cambodia. The country has no diplomatic 
relations with the United States and Prince 
Sihanouk has rejected both American 
economic aid and American newsmen. And 
yet in last Sunday's New York Times there 
was a fine ad. complete with Oriental 
dancing girl, lauding "Cambodia, an enjoy- 
able and useful stay at Angkor . . . Angkor 
still holds its own as one of the world's top 
tourist attractions." 


Thailand, on the edge of the war and 


with several large air bases from which 


Americans fly bombing sorties over Hanoi 
and suspected Viet Cong havens, continues 
to offer supreme tourism attractions, tours 
of the back country, even down toward the 
Malay "peninsula where there are frequent 
guerrilla raids and to the northeast 
villages where allegedly the North Vietna- 
mese are making forays. 


Passengers aboard Cathay Pacific Air- 


lines fly over Da Nang and listen while the 
ship's captain explains that those are 
bomb craters down there and that's about 
where the Ho Chi Minh trail is supposed to 
be. Tan Son Nhut. on the outskirts of 
Saigon, is described as one of the busiest 
airports in the world and one reason is 
the commercial flights with American 
servicemen and their dependents which 
land at Tan Son Nhut to view the flares and 
bunkers en route to vacations in Thailand 
or the Philippines. 


It's true that residents of Washington 


drove by carriage out to watch a major 
Civil War battle. But in the Twentieth 
Century wars have been regarded pretty 
much as off limits to all but the most 
unfortunate civilians who might happen to 
live in the conflict area. 


It's no longer true. In addition to the 


hundreds of American VIPs who make 
trouble and worry for American military 
officials in Vietnam, we may yet have 
tourists. 


Maybe this is what Washington means 


when it talks about a "limited war." 


Is There an Escape Hatch in This Elevator? 


While the latest model jet planes 


screamed overhead, the elevator carrying 
President Johnson. Secretary McXamara 
and Pentagon dignitaries became stuck in 
that Foggy Bottom building. Everyone had 
to climb out an escape hatch to get to the 


ceremonies bidding farewell to the Secre- 
tary of Defense. 


We can only wonder whether 
the 


Pentagon has also arranged an escape hatch 
for the elevator we are riding in Vietnam. 
Over there it's the signal button that's 
stuck at "UP."

To grasp the commission's 


achievement, it is first neces- 
sary to identify the approach 
to the problem set in motion 
by the New D e a l and still 
dominant in the Great Society. 
It is based on the notion — the 
Marxian notion — that eco- 
nomic deprivation is the root 
of social unrest. It thus pre- 
scribes elaborate programs to 
improve economic opportunity 
through w e l f a r e payments, 
public housing, and education- 
al subsidies for schools in poor 
areas. 
HERDED INTO CITIES 


The result of that approach, 


alas, has been what might be 
called reservationism — the 
herding of Negroes into core 
cities, guarded by the police, 
and with monthly handouts of 
whiskey and blankets in the 
form of Federal programs. 
With characteristic courage 
and honesty the commission 
faces up to the failure of the 
traditional approach. The re- 
port says on the first page 
that the country is now head- 
ing ''towards two societies, 
one black, one white — sepa- 
rate and unequal." 


In place of the Marxian 


emphasis on economic causes 
of u n r e s t , the commission 
focuses on social and psycho- 
logical causes.

What this means is that the 


key to solving the Negro 
problem lies in an accommo- 
dation by low-income whites — 
the people who man the muni- 
cipal bureaucracies, and live 
in the areas and hold the jobs 
which the commission wants 
opened to Negroes. While the 
report does not exactly say 
that, it does have a chapter on 
the Negro minority and the 
ethnic groups, a chapter which 
breathes an air of sympathy 
for the low-income whites that 
is at once lamentable rare — 
ana essential for the solving of 
the problem. 


The one major point the 


commission report misses is 
the need and means for in- 
stilling into the black commu- 
nity a sense of responsibility, 
a structure of penalties and 
rewards, a system of middle- 
class values that is central to 
cooling the Negro revolution. 
The report speaks of "white 
racism" but not of black 
racism. 


But the important point is 


that at a time not favorable to 
enlightened stands on race 
issues, and despite budget cuts 
and dark rumors of political 
influence, the commission has 
done its job with notable 
distinction. The message it 
conveys charts the course for 
the next historic achievement 
in the American epic.

Old Methods 
May be Root of 
Rail Troubles 


Companies Blame 
Airplanes for 
Loss of Revenue

NEW YORK (AP) - The fol- 


lowing railroad facts can bear 
repeating: 


— For years the railroads 


have publicized the idea that 
passengers have deserted the 
rails and that passenger trains 
therefore 
must 
be dropped. 


Many have been dropped. 


— For as many years the rail- 


roads have maintained that only 
by merging into larger units 
could some of their members 
survive in the midst of competi- 
tive, and sometimes subsidized, 
methods of moving goods. These 
mergers have been made. 


— Railroads in recent months 


have been saying they must 
have higher prices for the goods 
they move. After obtaining a 3 
per cent increase last fall they 
are expected to seek another in- 
crease this month, perhaps this 
week. 


Events Related 


Many critics are of the opin- 


ion, of course, that the dropping 
of passenger trains, the merg- 
ing of lines and the rate in- 
creases are related, and not just 
chronologically. This may or 
may not be so. 


However, the 
sequence of 


these factors, real or imagined, 
is causing some renewed con- 
cern and criticism among inter- 
ested parties as to whether the 
federal government, regulator 
of the rails, has been: 


— Overwhelmed by an out- 


pouring of evidence, testimony 
and plain propaganda into view- 
ing the immediate profit-plight 
of the rails as more important 
than the long-range 
require- 


ments of society. 


Greater Efficiency 


— Conned into believing that 


a 
reduction 
of 
competition 


would lead to the greatest effi- 
ciency and the lowest prices in quite aside 
transporting goods. 
your weight. 


— Lax in its concern for the 


traveling 
public by agreeing 


with the railroads that custom- 
ers just don't want to use the 
rails — although millions of peo- 
ple obviously would use them if 
they were modernized. 
some sort. 


The railroads' argument for 


rate increases generally is that 
they are caught in (a 
profit 


squeeze. It is an old argument 
and often has merit. The present 
claim, for example, is that 
wages have risen and so prices — as you have, 
must. This can be defended, 
especially in a period of infla- 
tion. 


In the past the lines have 


argued that profits were dam- 
aged by growing competition 
from jet airplanes, superhigh- 
ways and inland waterways, all 
of which benefit to some degree 
from federal funds. These argu- 
ments were generally consid- 
ered to be justified. 


Federal Research 


Federal research, 
in 
fact, 


may have worsened the condi- 
tion by concentrating on rivers 
roads and air space and doing 
little with the rails. 


And there was costly feath- 


erbedding. 


In more instances than man- 


agement cares to admit, howev- 
er, the responses to these chal- 
lenges were regressive. They 
raised rates while permitting 
service to deteriorate, thus as- 
suring decay. Ancient equip- 
ment and ideas were applied to 
formidable modern problems. 


The more aggressive, innova 


tive modern management tac- 
tics and technology were not ap- 
plied until considerable decay 
had set in, much of which is the 
present cause of troubles, even 
though the growth of the na 
tion's economy seemed to as 
sure the railroads of growing 
business. 


Look Into Future 


One wonders why the industry 


two decades ago did not see the 
future as clearly and confident 
ly as Thomas Goodfellow saw i 
soon after he became presiden 
of the Association of American 
Railroads. Last fall he said: 


"In 10 more years the popula- 


tion will be 235 million. That 
will mean that the population 
has doubled since I was in col- 
lege, tripled since I was born, 
and could almost quadruple in 
my lifetime. 


"This 
population 
explosion 


frightens some of our eggheads. 
But for people like me it has a 
more practical implication. Ob- 
viously, production must in- 
crease — perhaps double — and 
we're going to need all the good 
transportation, of all modes, 
that we can get. Dependence on 
railroads is going to grow — not 
diminish. And the railroads will 
be ready." 


The question now is this: Aft- 


er all this trimming of costly 
passenger trains and after all 
the mergers to promote efficien- 
cy — with all this competition 
among rails, planes and barges

"a stitch in time will save 
nine," but to be effective, 
knowledge needs action. 


There has been action, 


which proves this old and wise 
saying in Oneida, since last 
Nov. 1. At that time classes 
began i n this Outagamie 
County community to teach 
women two elements of stitch- 
saving. First, the women 
learned basic sewing tech- 
niques and second, they learn- 
ed to repair, remodel or alter 
ready-made clothing. And, as 
a fringe benefit, each woman 
made something from new 
material. 


Program Underway 


The sewing class idea came 


to the mind of a new minister 
in. ifae community, the Rev. 
Eldon Riggs, who told his wife 
that on his many visits to 
Oneida homes, the women 
expressed a desire to know 
more about sewing. 
Mrs. 


Riggs, who is adept with a 
needle and a sewing machine 
talked to Mrs. William Metox- 
in, Oneida social worker for 


the Community Action Pro- 
gram. 


Mrs. Metoxin in turn con- 


tacted Miss Colleen Christen- 
sen, Outagamie County Ex- 
tension -Home Economist and 
Miss Lois Klusmeyer, Brown 
County Extensio-n Home 
Economist, and within a few 
months, the program was 
underway. 


Also assisting with the proj- 


ect was Mrs. Sharon Van 
Dyck, Outagamie County 4-H 
Home Economies Agent. 


After the program was an- 


nounced, seven women at- 
tended the first session at the 
Oneida Methodist Church; 12 
attended the second session 
and each Wednesday there- 
after the group averaged from 
10 to 12. The women brought 
their lunch, and hot coffee 
was made available at the 
church. 


Miss Christensen, who 


taught the final session of the 
first series Feb. 28, said from 
November to Christmas the 
group worked on new fabrics 
with patterns because "it is 
less frustrating and more 
rewarding to start on some- 


thing new." In these first 
eight weeks, 'most of the 
women made dresses or cloth- 
ing for children. She said the 
women wore the new dresses 
to the group Christmas party, 
"and each was just as inter- 
ested and proud of what 
another member of the class 
.had made as they were of 
their own accomplishment" 


Plan To Continue 


Although the formal ses- 


sions are over, the group 
plans to continue, with several 
of the women who have had 
some sewing experience in the 
past, helping the others. Mrs. 
Riggs said she will continue to 
assist the group when she 
can. The women also are 
considering an advanced sew- 
ing class, another new class 
or a homemakers project. 


Some of the women had 


comments 
to make 
about 


their participation. All of 
them were good. 


M r s . Dennison Danforth, 


route 2, W. De Pere, said she 
attended the full course, will 
continue and is hopeful of 
getting a new sewing' ma- 
chine. Ste said she has an old 
machine, but would like to

But the girl's attorney, Ar- 


thur Hemlock, says he will 
appeal the riding, contending 
that Goldstein gave the ring 
out of "love and affection" 
and a new law on return of 
wedding gifts does not apply 
to engagement rings. 


Besides, Hemlock 
added, 


the ring served the purpose, 
for a time at least, of taking 
Miss Rosenthal "off the mar- 
riage market." 


Judge Asch's ruling was 


published Thursday in the 
New York Law Journal. 


Before 
1935, 
New 
York 


courts invariably hold that the 
girl had to return the ring. 
But that year the legislature 
passed a law known as the 
"Heart Balm Act," designed 
to keep wily young ladies 
from 
suing wealthy young 


men for allegedly promised 
money and gifts. 


In practice, the law also 


kept the men from suing to 
get back their gifts to their 
former fiances. 


In 1965, a law was passed 


permitting suits to recover 
property and money when the 
"sole consideration" of the 
transfer was a contemplated 
marriage.
